Claims 1 - 23, are pending on this 
application.

2. Claims 1 - 23, are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
With respect to claims 1,11, and 15, in addition to other elements in the 

respective claim, the prior does not teach a PVT detector for sensing at least one of a 
process condition, a voltage condition and a temperature condition; adjust a full-scale 
current of a DAC in accordance with an output of the PVT detector.
